VARIOUS  GROUPS  AND  ORGANIZATIONS  OPPOSE  SEOUL  IPU  MEETING 

Japanese  Organizations  Against  Meeting

[Text]  Tokyo,  10  Sep  (KNS-KCNA) — The  Japan-Korea  Association  for  Cultural 
Exchange  and  personages  in  Saitama  Prefecture,  Japan,  issued  statements, 
the  Ibaraki  prefectural  headquarters  of  the  Japan  Socialist  Party,  the  Kyoto 
Prefectural  Council  of  Trade  Unions,  the  Kansai  Bloc  Joint  Struggle  Council 
of  the  General  Council  of  Trade  Unions  of  Japan  (Sohyo)  and  the  38th  Kansai 
District  regular  meeting  of  the  All-Japan  Harbour  Workers  Union  adopted 
resolutions  and  many  other  figures  published  talks  in  denunciation  of  the 
scheme  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  to  hold 
the  70th  Inter-Parliamentary  Conference  in  Seoul. 

Noting  that  South  Korea  is  a  living  hell  of  the  20th  century  where  peace 
and  democracy  are  totally  violated  and  human  rights  harshly  trampled  under¬ 
foot  under  the  dictatorship  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  military  fascist  clique, 
the  resolution  adopted  at  the  Ibaraki  prefectural  headquarters  of  the  Japan 
Socialist  Party  said  that  it  is  entirely  unfit  for  the  venue  of  an  Inter¬ 
parliamentary  Conference.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  3  Sep  (KCNA) — NODONG  SINMUN  today  carries  an  article 
titled  "What  Does  the  Suppression  of  Overseas  Compatriots  'Visiting  Their 
Home  Villages'  Show?"  flailing  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique's  hypocritical 
trumpeting  about  "movement  for  finding  out  separated  families"  through 
their  subsidized  media  these  days. 

Noting  that  this  movement  suddenly  launched  by  the  South  Korean  puppets  of 
late  is  aimed  at  covering  up  their  crimes  in  increasing  the  misfortunes  and 
sufferings  of  dispersed  families  and  winning  favour  at  home  and  abroad 
under  the  "humanitarian"  veil,  the  paper  says: 

The  Chon^Tu-hwan  clique  are  utterly  indifferent  to  the  misfortunes  and 
sufferings  of  these  separated  families  and  relatives. 

The  puppets  murder  overseas  compatriots  who  visit  their  parents,  brothers 
and  relatives  in  South  Korea  after  a  separation  of  scores  of  years  or  arrest 
and  penalize  them  on  charges  of  "spying." 

Recently,  the  notorious  puppet  Security  Planning  Board  faked  up  three  spy 
cases  including  the  case  of  "a  spy  disguised  as  member  of  the  'RGK'  Residents 
Association  in  Japan"  to  arrest  overseas  compatriots  who  came  to  South  Korea 
for  a  visit  to  their  home  villages.  Earlier,  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique  cooked 
up  scores  of  false  cases  such  as  "case  of  U.S.-  and  Japan-resident  Korean 
spies,"  "spy  case  connected  with  the  General  Association  of  Korean  Residents 
in  Japan"  and  they  arrested  many  overseas  compatriots  visiting  their  native 
villages  on  charges  of  involvement  in  these  cases,  put  them  to  all  manner 
of  tortures  and  sentenced  them  to  death,  life  imprisonment  and  other  heavy 
penalties. 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique  also  bar  overseas  compatriots  in  every  way  from 
visiting  their  parents,  brothers  and  relatives  in  the  DPRK  and  suppress 
overseas  compatriots  and  attempt  to  put  them  on  their  political  altar, 
taking  issue  with  their  meeting  families  and  relatives  scores  of  years 
after  their  separation. 
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Telling  the  overseas  compatriots  that  they  "must  not  visit  the  North  in 
whatever  form  or  for  whatever  purpose,"  the  Ghon  Tu-hwan  clique  openly 
threaten  that  "those  who  visit  the  North  are  Reds"  and  "if  one  visited  the 
North,  he  would  not  be  allowed  in  South  Korea."

OPPOSITION  PARTIES  SEEK  REVISION  OF  ELECTION  LAW 

Draft  Amendments  Due 

SK160223  Seoul  THE  KOREA  HERALD  in  English  16  Sep  83  p  1 

[Text]  Opposition  political  parties  are  seeking  to  revise  the  National  Assembly 
Election  Law,  a  move  which  will  be  a  subject  of  bipartisan  controversy. 

Political  sources  said  yesterday  that  the  Democratic  Korea  Party  (DKP)  and  the 
Korea  National  Party  (KNP)  consider  presenting  their  respective  draft  amendments 
to  the  law  during  the  plenary  National  Assembly  sitting  opening  next  week. 

To  help  materialize  the  plan,  the  opposition  DKP  will  first  hold  a  party  leaders ' 
meeting  today  to  organize  a  special  panel  empowered  to  deal  with  the  amendment. 

The  two  opposition  parties  had  demanded  revision  of  the  National  Assembly  Law, 
the  Basic  Press  Law  and  implementation  of  the  local  autonomy  system,  but  not  the 
National  Assembly  Election  Law. 

The  new  move  by  the  opposition  camp  is  believed  to  have  been  stimulated  by  the 
general  elections  scheduled  for  early  1985. 

Representative  Im  Chong-ki,  floor  leader  of  the  DKP,  insisted  that  there  are 
many  clauses  in  the  election  law  which  run  counter  to  the  "principle  of  equity" 
for  the  ruling  and  opposition  parties. 

He  pointed  out  that  election  candidates  are  not  given  copies  of  voters*  rosters 
under  the  current  law* 

Another  "demerit"  of  the  law  he  cited  is  that  election  management  officials  do 
not  include  those  recommended  by  political  parties. 

Im  said  his  party  is  interested  in  readjusting  the  quota  for  the  National 
Assembly  members  "elected"  on  the  proportional  ticket. 

At  present,  two-thirds  of  the  quoriam  of  276  lawmakers  are  elected  through 
general  elections  and  one-third  (92  persons)  through  the  proportional  representa¬ 
tion  system,  or  in  proportion  to  the  votes  each  political  party  scores  in  general 
elections. 
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However,  the  law  authorizes  the  party  which  becomes  the  majority  party  as  a 
result  of  general  elections  to  appoint  two-thirds  of  the  92  ’^proportional" 
lawmakers. 

Im  also  emphasized  that  the  number  of  the  joint  election  speech  rallies  be 
increased  and  the  individual  campaign  speech  session  be  restored. 

The  KNP,  the  third  largest  party  ,  wants  to  revise  the  law  in  a  way  to  elect 
three  lawmakers  from  each  district,  one  more  than  the  current  number  of  two. 

Meanwhile,  it  was  learned  that  the  government  and  the  ruling  party  are  consider¬ 
ing  increasing  the  number  of  electoral  districts  across  the  country  which  now 
number  92. 

Sources  said  the  electoral  districts  may  be  further  divided  to  create  about 
eight  new  districts  in  consideration  of  the  increased  population. 

Parties  Resume  Talks 

SK150211  Seoul  THE  KOREA  HERALD  in  English  15  Sep  83  p  1 , 

[Text]  Representatives  of  major  political  parties  will  meet  Monday  to  resume 
discussions  on  the  possibility  of  amending  the  National  Assembly  Law. 

Floor  leaders  of  the  Democratic  Justice  Party,  Democratic  Korea  Party  and  Korea 
National  Party  agreed  yesterday  to  convene  the  subcommittee  charged  with  seeking 
improvements  in  legislative  steering  Monday,  a  day  before  the  opening  of  the 
regular  three-month  house  sitting. 

The  law  is  expected  to  be  a  hot  issue,  during  the  forthcoming  parliamentary 
session.  The  leading  opposition  DKP  has  long  demanded  a  substantial  revision 
of  the  law. 

Some  officeholders  of  the  opposition  party  threatened  Tuesday  to  boycott  the 
entire  floor  session  unless  their  demand  is  met. 

Six  days  of  panel  meetings,  called  into  session  last  June,  were  cancelled  as 
opposition  lawmakers  boycotted  them  over  the  ruling  camp’s  failure  to  commit 
itself  to  revising  the  National  Assembly  Law. 

A  timetable,  agreed  upon  by  the  floor  leaders,  provides  that  the  275-seat  parlia¬ 
ment  will  open  next  Tuesday,  but  it  will  be  virtually  in  recess  until  October  16 
because  of  Chtisuk  (full-moon  festival)  and  the  70th  Inter-Parliamentary 
Conference  scheduled  for  October  2-13  in  Seoul.  Chustik,  a  Korean  version  of 
American  Thanksgiving,  falls  on  September  21. 

From  October  26  through  October  28,  legislators  who  made  trips  overseas  this 
summer  will  report  on  their  "diplomatic  activities . " 
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The  legislature  will  be  recessed  September  29-0 ctober  16  due  to  the  IPU 
meeting . 

On  October  17,  Prime  Minister  Kim  Sang-hyop  is  scheduled  to  brief  members 
of  the  National  Affairs  about  the  government's  budget  proposal  for  fiscal 
1984  and  other  state  affairs.  Leaders  of  the  three  major  parties  will  speak 
to  the  parliament  on  October  18. 

Lawmakers  will  start  interpellating  the  premier  and  cabinet  officials 
October  19-25. 

The  schedule  after  October  26  has  yet  to  be  set. 

In  a  related  development,  the  Agriculture-Fisheries  Committee  will  meet 
Friday  to  hear  a  government  report  on  the  anticipated  good  rice  harvest 
for  this  year.

[Text]  The  119th  regular  session  of  the  National  Assembly  opens  today  after  a 
long  recess.  The  90-day  session  will  be  largely  devoted  to  deliberations  on 
the  annual  budget  bill  for  1984  estimated  at  10,400  billion  won.  The  action 
will  be  preceded  by  approval  of  the  account  settlement  of  the  government's 
financial  performance  in  1982. 

A  host  of  other  bills  numbering  more  than  140  are  also  pending  before  the  autumn 
session,  including  36  items  carried  over  from  the  previous  session.  The  forth¬ 
coming  general  election  in  1985  imposes  an  added  burden  on  the  National  Assembly 
in  the  fom  of  several  political  issues  over  the  moves  to  revise  the  National 
Assembly  Law  and  National  Assembly  Election  Law  and  the  lifting  of  political 
activity  ban  on  some  former  politicians. 

This  year  the  unicameral  legislature  will  see  the  major  event  of  the  Inter¬ 
parliamentary  Union. conference  hosted  in  Seoul  in  early  October  through  mid- 
October.  It  is  a  significant  international  gathering  and  its  success  will  be 
a  matter  of  concern  not  only  for  the  National  Assembly  but  also  for  the  entire 
nation. 

Our  parliament  has  shown  signs  of  increased  efficiency  and  maturity  in  the  last 
few  years.  A  sweeping  change  in  the  nation’s  political  culture  and  the  impera¬ 
tive  of  pragmatism  arising  from  the  need  of  the  time  prompted  such  reform  in  the 
manner  of  our  parliamentary  performance. 

In  the  past  decades,  extended  haranguing  and  obstruction  catering  to  the  reckless 
taste  of  part  of  the  electorate  and  the  interest  of  some  oppositionist  lawmakers 
had  been  detrimental  to  smooth  and  effective  conduct  of  our  legislative  business. 
That  kind  of  waste  is  almost  gone  now. 

It  is  very  fortunate  that  most  members  of  the  National  Assembly  have  turned 
professional  in  the  good  sense  of  the  term.  Though  we  have  imported  and  learned 
from  the  experience  of  advanced  democracies  in  the  representative  form  of 
government,  there  is  much  room  for  our  own  improvement  and  creative  development 
of  the  system  in  a  productive  way. 
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One  remarkable  achievement  of  the  current  National  Asseiribly  lies  in  its 
attainment  of  "national  representation"  rather  than  limited  local  representa¬ 
tion.  There  are  today  fewer  examples  of  legislators  working  for  narrow 
interests  of  their  precincts ,  the  discredited  practice  of  pork-barreling. 

These  and  other  issues  of  political  nature  may  divide  the  opinion  of  the 
parliament  and  touch  off  confrontation  among  political  parties.  However, 
an  emerging  tradition  of  dialogue  and  accommodation  among  them  in  handling 
the  house  business  will  help  it  pull  through  with  much  substantive  legislative 
accomplishments . 

The  voting  public  do  not  want  to  see  their  legislative  chamber  remain  inactive 
or  glossing  over  the  vital  issues  of  the  day.  At  the  same  time,  they  will  not 
tolerate  lawmakers  engrossed  in  senseless  and  wasteful  spellbinding  and  politi¬ 
cal  maneuvers  to  advance  their  personal  popularity  and  electoral  gains. 

The  fact  that  Seoul  has  been  named  the  venue  for  the  IPU  meeting  is  reflective 
of  the  worldwide  appreciation  of  the  rising  stature  of  the  Korean  National 
Assenibly.  It  ought  to  prove  equal  to  the  occasion  in  all  respects.  Business¬ 
like  management  of  the  legislative  proceedings  following  a  fruitfiil  IPU  con¬ 
ference  will  add  to  the  prestige  and  credibility  of  the  people  in  their  repre¬ 
sentative  organ  as  the  main  instrument  of  democracy  in  this  country.

During  the  session,  the  ruling  and  opposition  parties  are  expected  to  wrangle 
over  so-called  political  bills  including  an  opposition-proposed  National 
Assembly  Law  revision  that  is  believed  to  be  significant  for  the  1985  general 
elections • 

An  opening  ceremony  will  be  held  Tuesday  morning  after  which  the  assembly  will 
be  adjourned  until  September  25. 

The  House  plenary  session  will  be  convened  on  September  26  to  receive  reports 
on  parliamentary  diplomacy  this  year  and  on  preparations  for  the  general 
assembly  of  the  Inter-Parliamentary  Union  (TPU)  to  be  held  in  Seoul 
October  2-13. 

The  House  will  go  into  recess  again  from  September  29  to  October  16  because 
of  the  IPU  conference. 

The  one-house  Korean  assembly  will  go  into  full  swing  on  October  17  when  it 
hears  government  reports  on  the  1984  national  budget  totaling  10.4  trillion 
won  (13.3  billion  U.S.  dollars). 

On  October  18,  the  plenary  session  will  hear  debate  put  forward  by  the  heads 
of  the  country's  three  major  political  parties  and  will  interpellate  the 
executive  branch  on  political,  diplomatic  and  security  affairs,  economic  issues 
and  social  affairs  from  October  19-25. 

In  preparation  for  the  regular  session,  the  country’s  rival  parties  are  busy 
ironing  out  their  own  strategies  in  party  caucuses. 

The  ruling  Democratic  Jiistice  Party  (DJP)  will  try  to  vitalize  the  function  of 
the  National  Assembly  through  dialogues,  while  the  major  opposition  Democratic 
Korea  Party  (DKP)  is  expected  to  reinforce  political  offensives  against  the  ruling 
camp  to  achieve  political  restoration.  The  DKP  will  concentrate  especially  on 
the  passage  of  political  bills  including  revisions  of  the  National  Assembly  Law. 

It  also  appears  that  the  DKP-proposed  amendment  to  the  parliamentary  elections 
law  will  generate  fresh  debate  between  rival  parties.

FINANCE  MINISTER  URGES  U.S.  PARTICIPATION  IN  BUSINESS

[Text]  Seoul,  20  Sep  (YONHAP) — South  Korean  Finance  Minister  Kang  Kyong-sik 
told  leading  U.S.  businessmen  in  San  Francisco  Monday  that  Korea  hopes 
American  financial  organizations  and  entrepreneurs  will  participate  actively 
in  the  Korean  financial  market ,  a  Finance  Ministry  official  said  Tuesday. 

In  a  business  briefing  at  the  Bohemian  Club  in  the  west  coast  city,  Kang  said 
Korean  financial  markets  need  an  influx  of  modem  financial  techniques  and 
greater  capital,  the  official  said. 

With  its  vast  domestic  market  of  40  million  people,  a  plentiful  labor  force, 
high  standards  in  education,  and  the  development  of  social  overhead  capital 
and  parts  industries,  Korea  is  second  to  no  Asian  nation  in  appeal  to  foreign 
investors,  Kang  told  his  audience. 

By  expanding  import  liberalization  and  renovating  its  tariff  system,  Korea  has 
gone  far  in  eliminating  elements  that  have  stood  in  the  way  of  brisk  foreign 
investment,  the  official  quoted  Kang  as  saying. 

Kang  expected  the  country’s  money  supply  to  increase  less  than  15  percent  by 
the  end  of  1983  steadying  wages  and  interest  rates,  the  official  said. 

Leading  a  14-member  Korean  delegation  which  will  attend  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  International  Monetary  Fund  (IMF)  and  the  International  Bank  of 
Reconstruction  and  Development  (IBRD)  opening  September  25  in  Washington,  D.C. , 
Kang  said  he  anticipated  Korea’s  economic  growth  rate  will  increase  to  more 
than  ei^t  percent  this  year.  In  1982,  the  figure  stood  at  5.3  percent. 

Before  attending  the  meetings  in  Washington,  Kang  will  deliver  similar  speeches 
in  Hotiston,  Chicago  and  New  York,  the  official  added.

IMPORTS  RISE  AFTER  LIBERALIZATION  MEASURES

South  Korean  imports  of  luxury  items  have  risen  sharply  recently,  biosiness 
sources  here  said  Monday. 

The  July  1  adoption  of  import  liberalization  measures  has  accounted,  in  large 
part  for  the  upturn.  The  country’s  import  liberalization  rate  has  been  raised 
from  last  year’s  76.6  percent  to  80.4  percent. 

The  rate  represents  that  percentage  of  goods  imported  out  of  all  items  that 
possibly  could  be  imported. 

Imports  of  such  non-essential  consumer  products  as  beef,  dried  grapes,  title, 
glassware,  carpet,  footwear,  silver,  gold,  furniture,  toys  and  sporting  goods 
between  January  and  July  this  year  amounted  to  nearly  1.5  billion  U.S*  dollars, 
up  60.7  percent  over  the  same  period  in  1982,  the  sources  said. 

Reflecting  brisk  activity  in  domestic  construction,  title  imports  registered 
the  highest  growth  rate,  168.3  percent,  followed  by  silver  (148.8  percent), 
footwear  (108.5  percent),  furniture  (79.8  percent),  toys  and  sporting  goods 
(60.7  percent),  glassware  (58.1  percent)  ,  beef  (41.3  percent),  carpet  (27.6  per¬ 
cent),  dried  grapes  (18.9  percent)  and  gold  (3.8  percent). 

The  largest  amount  of  cash  (more  than  87.3  million  dollars)  went  for  the 
importation  of  beef,  followed  by  carpet  (18  million  dollars)  and  toys  and 
leisure  products  (10.6  million  dollars). 

While  gold  imports  used  in  manufacturing  export  items  dropped  59  percent,  gold 
imported  for  domestic  use  increased  639  percent. 

Rice  imports  during  the  period  totaled  30.1  million  dollars,  down  58  percent 
from  last  year’s  level,  according  to  the  sources.

PLANS  TO  REVISE  LAW  ON  FOREIGN  INVESTMENT  DISCUSSED

[Text]  Seoul,  15  Sep  (YONHAP) — In  an  effort  to  attract  more  foreign  invest¬ 
ment,  South  Korea  plans  to  revise  its  current  laws  regulating  the  inflow  of 
foreign  capital  to  open  more  areas  to  investment,  sources  at  the  Finance 
Ministry  said  Thursday. 

A  key  feature  of  the  plan  is  to  introduce  the  "negative  system"  under  which 
all  lines  of  Korean  industry  will  be  open  to  foreign  investment  except  cer¬ 
tain  sectors  restricted  by  the  government,  the  sources  said. 

Among  those  which  will  be  declared  ineligible  for  foreign  investment  are 
government-run  companies,  and  other  businesses  barred  from  foreign  investment 
by  an  upcoming  presidential  decree. 

Under  the  so-called  "positive"  system,  521  lines  of  industry  have  so  far  been 
eligible  for  foreign  investment. 

Foreigners  whose  total  investment  constitutes  50  percent  ot  less  of  a  company’s 
total  equity  and  invest  3  million  dollars  or  less  will  be  "immediately"  authoriz 
ed  to  do  so  by  the  Korean  Government,  according  to  the  ministry  plan.

The  plan  also  allows  all  foreign  investors  to  withdraw  their  money  invest  in 
Korean  firms  whenever  they  wish.  The  current  law  allows  foreign  businessmen — 
after  two  years  of  first  doing  business  here — to  withdraw  20  percent  of  their 
principal  investment  every  year. 

The  plan  also  calls  for  easing  the  stringent  investment  requirements  for  Koreans 
residing  abroad.  Koreans  overseas  currently  are  allowed  to  make  a  direct 
investment  here  only  if  they  have  lived  abroad  for  more  than  10  years. 

In  principle,  the  plan  demands  that  foreign  investors  not  enjoy  tax  incentives. 

In  order  to  introduce  sophisticated  technology  from  abroad,  the  present  approval 
system  will  be  changed  to  a  "reporting"  system. 

The  ministry  will  also  simplify  procedures  for  screening  public  and  commercial 
loans. 

The  Finance  Ministry  will  bring  an  amendment  to  the  existing  foreign  investment 
laws  to  the  National  Assembly  when  it  convenes  a  regular  session  next  week, 
sources  said.

TROPICAL  DISEASES — Tropical  diseases  such  as  malaria.  Cutaneous  Leishmaniasis 
andUpiiiaiy  Scinstosomiasis  are  likely  to  spread  in  this  country  largely  through 
returned  overseas  workers  carrying  germs,  it  was  learned  yesterday.  According 
to  a  report  made  jointly  by  medical  teams  of  Yonsei  University  and  the 
Hanyang  University,  74.5  percent  of  malaria  cases  occurring  during  past  10  years 
in  Korea  turned  out  to  have  been  introduced  from  foreign  countries  throu^ 
overseas  workers  and  travelers.  Thirty-eight  malaria  patients  out  of  51  cases 
were  workers  employed  in  African  and  Arab  countries  including  Gabon  and  Saudi 
Arabia.  The  investigators  conducted  studies  on  tropical  disease  cases  in 
29  general  hospitals  in  Seoul  from  1970  to  1982.  They  said  in  the  report  that 
27  of  35  malaria  patients  hospitalized  since  1977  were  first  infected  with 
the  disease  in  foreign  countries.  They  also  have  found  five  cases  suffering 
from  Urinary  Scinstosomiasis  during  the  same  period,  whose  germs  penetrate 
the  body  throu^  the  skin.  Prof.  Min  Tok-yong  of  Yonsei  University  said  if 
the  survey  was  conducted  nationwide,  larger  niairibers  of  patients  would  be 
expected.  "There  is  a  great  possibility  that  larvae  carrying  the  diseases 
land/ 'in  .this  country,"  he  said.

However,  he  said,  the  government  will  consult  with  the  friendly  nations  on 
Soviet  responses  to  the  ICAO  investigation  before  deciding  whether  it  will 
have  an  antiSoviet  resolution  introduced  to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  ICAO  Governing  Council,  in  an  emergency  session  last  week,  adopted  a 
resolution  calling  for  an  independent  probe  and  making  an  interim  report  on 
the  result  of  the  investigation  by  October  16. 

The  government  will  keep  an  eye  on  the  Soviet  responses  to  an  investigation  by 
the  Montreal-based  U.N.  special  agency,  he  said. 

He  said  the  government  will  see  to  it  that  the  Soviet  Union  be  condemned  for 
its  violent  action  at  the  ICAO  and  U.N.  General  Assemblies,  convening  today 
in  Montreal  and  New  York,  respectively.

INCREASE  IN  EXPORTS  TO  NORTH  AMERICA,  MIDEAST

[Text]  Seoul,  14  Sep  (YONHAP) — South  Korea’s  exports  to  North  America  and 
the  Middle  East  increased  substantially  this  year  while  those  to  other  areas 
decreased,  the  Korean  Traders  Association  (KTA)  reported  Wednesday. 

As  of  the  end  of  July,  exports  to  the  United  States  and  Canada  amounted  to 
4.86  billion  U.S.  dollars,  up  33.6  percent  from  the  same  period  last  year, 
the  KTA  report  said. 

The  arrival  of  export  letters  of  credit  (1/c) ,  a  leading  indicator  of  future 
exports,  from  North  America  also  rose  26.9  percent  to  2,868  million  dollars. 

Brisk  exports  of  ships,  electronics  products  and  footwear  led  the  increase 
in  exports  to  North  America,  the  KTA  said. 

Exports  to  the  Middle  East  rose  26.5  percent  to  2.06  billion  dollars  during 
the  same  period  because  of  increases  in  the  exportation  of  textiles. 

L/C  arrivals,  however,  slightly  dropped  1.1  percent  to  1.306  billion  dollars. 

Meanwhile,  the  January- July  exports  to  Asia  decreased  10.3  percent  from  last 
year  as  those  to  Japan,  the  biggest  export  market  in  Asia,  dropped  10.6  percent 

Exports  to  Europe  declined  5.1  percent  while  the  volume  of  goods  exported  ;to 
Central  and  South  America  decreased  20.1  percent  last  year,  exports  to  Oceania 
dipped  15.1  percent  and  those  to  Africa  plummeted  25.4  percent. 

The  KTA  attributed  disproportionate  exports  to  various  regions  to  strengthened 
protectionism  in  Europe  against  certain  Korean  exports,  including  ships  and 
footwear,  and  ti^tened  import  regulations  on  Korean  textiles  in  most 
countries .

[Text]  Seoul,  15  Sep  (YONHAP) — South  Koreans  deferred-payment  exports  amounted 
to  932  million  U.S.  dollars  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1983,  up  99.1  per¬ 
cent  from  the  same  period  last  year,  the  Commerce- Indus  try  Ministry  said  in  a 
report  Thursday. 

The  lion^s  share  of  items  sold  on  a  deferred-payment  basis  was  exported  ships, 
accounting  for  99.2  percent  of  the  total,  or  925  million  dollars. 

Vessel  exports  rose  102  percent  over  the  same  period  in  1982,  the  report  added. 

The  deferred-payment  exports  for  plant  orders  during  the  seven-month  period 
reached  six  million  dollars,  a  five-fold  increase  over  the  comparable  period 
in  1982. 

Machinery  exports,  however,  remained  sluggish  for  the  period  and  amounted  to 
one  million  dollars,  slightly  higher  than  one-tenth  of  last  year's  amount. 

During  the  period,  the  government  released  334.2  billion  won  (425*7  million 
dollars)  in  subsidies  for  exports,  up  9.5  percent  over  the  corresponding 
period  in  1982. 

Government  subsidies  during  the  period  accounted  for  42.9  percent  of  779  billion 
(992.4  million  dollars)  earmarked  for  this  year,  the  report  said,  adding  the 
government  is  planning  to  raise  its  subsidy  by  50  percent  to  1.2  trillion  won 
(1.528  billion  dollars)  next  year  in  anticipation  of  further  increases  in 
deferred-payment  exports  in  the  years  to  come.

[Text]  Seoul,  16  Sep  (YONHAP) — South  Korean  Commerce- Indus  try  Minister 
Kim  Tong-hui  has  encouraged  the  country’s  10  General  Trading  Companies  (GTC) 
to  enhance  their  export  performance  to  attain  this  year’s  export  goal  set 
at  23.5  billion  U.S.  dollars. 

Kim  made  the  remarks  Friday  when  he  met  with  the  heads  of  the  firms,  which 
have  played  an  enormous  role  in  Korean  exports,  to  discuss  export  strategies 
for  the  rest  of  19.83. 

In  order  to  achieve  this  year’s  target,  Kim  said,  8.464  billion  dollars  worth 
of  Korean  commodities  must  be  exported  during  the  last  four  months  of  1983, 
up  10.4  percent  from  the  same  period  in  1982. 

The  leading  traders  also  were  advised  to  support  small  and  medium-sized 
enterprises  in  their  export  efforts  by  serving  as  an  export  window. 

According  to  a  report  released  jointly  by  the  traders ,  the  organization’s 
combined  exports  amounted  to  7.67  billion  dollars  during  the  first  eight  months 
of  this  year,  accounting  for  51  percent  of  the  country’s  total  export  performance. 

The  figure  represented  a  rise  of  17.2  percent  from  the  comparable  period  the 
year  before,  the  report  said. 

The  Hyundai  Corp.  topped  the  list  with  1.975  billion  dollars  in  exports,  up 
15  percent  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

Hyundai  was  followed  by  the  Daewoo  Corp,  with  1.68  billion  dollars,  up 
51.2  percent  5  Samsung  Co.  with  1.2  billion  dollars,  up  9.0  percent;  the 
Ssangyong  Corp.  with  630  million  dollars ,  up  6.6  percent;  the  Bando  Sangsa  Co. 
with  596  million  dollars,  up  40.9  percent;  the  Kukje  Corp.  with  576  million 
dollars,  down  6.0  percent;  the  Hyosung  Corp.  with  449  million  dollars,  up 
9.5  percent;  the  Sunkyong  Ltd.  with  403  million  dollars,  up  1.0  percent;  the 
Kumho  and  Co.  with  115  million  dollars,  down  6.4  percent;  and  the  Korea 
Trading  International  Inc.  with  46  million  dollars,  down  12.5  percent. 
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The  exports  of  petrochemical  products  accounted  for  72*5  percent  of  the 
group’s  combined  exports  during  the  eight-month  period,  while  those  of  light 
industrial  goods  accounted  for  25.2  percent. 

The  ratio  was  compared  with  the  country’s  total  export  structure  composed 
of  53.9  percent  of  petrochemical  goods  and  40.4  percent  of  light  industrial 
products.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  7  Sep  (KCNA) — The  food  and  agricultural  problem  has  been 
successfully  solved  in  the  Democratic  People ^s  Republic  of  Korea*  The 
great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  put  forward  the  policy  of  developing 
agriculture  in  a  diverse  way  with  main  emphasis  on  attaining  self-^sufficiency 
in  food  and  wisely  organized  and  directed  the  struggle  for  its  implementation 

The  government  of  the  DPRK  directed  primary  attention  to  vigorously  carrying 
on  nature- remaking  projects  and  increasing  state  assistance  to  the  country¬ 
side  for  the  further  consolidation  of  the  material  and  technical  foundations 
of  the  rural  economy. 

As  80  percent  of  our  territory  is  covered  by  mountains,  our  country's  area 
of  cultivated  land  is  2  million  hectares  (1.6  million  hectares  are  paddy 
and  non-paddy  fields)  including  orchards  and  mulberry  fields*  Therefore, 
it  was  raised  as  a  most  important  task  to  increase  the  grain  producing  area, 
improve  seeds  and  vigorously  carry  on  the  technical  revolution  in  the 
countryside  for  increased  agricultural  production. 

Korea  set  irrigation,  electrification,  mechanisation  and  chemicalisation 
as  the  basic  tasks  of  the  rural  technical  revolution  and  started  from 
irrigation  to  complete  it  long  ago. 

Before  the  country’s  liberation  the  area  of  irrigated  fields  was  nearly 
100,000  hectares  and  the  paddy  fields  were  mostly  unirrigated. 

In  Korea  an  all-coimtry,  an  all-people  movement  was  vigorously  waged  to 
carry  out  irrigation  projects,  afforestation  and  water  conservancy  and  the 
drainage  of  standing  water.  As  a  result,  all  the  rivers  and  streams  were 
readjusted,  more  than  1,500  reservoirs,  23,700  pumping  stations,  1,300 
drainage  stations  were  built  and  facilities  were  constructed  at  more  than 
124,800  places  to  use  underground  water. 

Irrigation  of  paddy  fields  was  thus  completed  and  irrigation  of  non-paddy 
fields  finished  in  the  main  and  water-jetting  system  widely  introduced  in 
vegetable  fields  and  fields  under  double  crop  cultivation. 
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Electrification  has  long  been  realised  and  electricity  found  its  way  in 
all  farm  houses  and  all  stationary  work  has  been  electified.  The  annual 
consumption  of  electricity  in  the  countryside  has  reached  2,200  million  kwh. 

Big  successes  have  been  achieved  in  the  mechanisation  and  chemicallsation 
of  agriculture. 

Large-scale  tractor  plants,  automobile  works,  tractor  parts  factories, 
trailing  farm  machine  plants  and  other  factories  serving  the  mechanisation 
of  agriculture  have  been  built  in  different  parts  of  the  country  to  produce 
a  great  quantity  of  modern  farm  machines  and  farm  implements  every  year. 

The  number  of  tractors  per  100  hectares  of  arable  land  has  already  reached 
7  in  the  plain  area  and  6  in  the  intermediary  and  mountainous  areas  and 
vigorous  endeavours  are  now  being  made  to  raise  the  number  to  10-12  in 
the  near  future.  The  number  of  trucks  per  100  hectares  reached  1.5. 

Paddy  and  non-paddy  fields  have  been  standardized,  with  the  result  that  the 
mechanisation  level  of  farm  work  has  reached  100  percent  in  paddy  and  non¬ 
paddy  field  tilling,  95  percent  in  rice  transplanting,  70  percent  in  autumn 
harvesting  and  100  percent  in  grain  thrashing  and  transport. 

The  application  of  chemical  fertilizers  per  hectare  of  paddy  and  non-paddy 
fields  has  reached  1.6  tons  and  97  percent  of  the  entire  paddy  fields  are 
weeded  by  chemical  methods.  Weeding  of  maize  fields  is  almost  done  by  weed 
killers. 

A  large  number  of  agro- technicians  have  been  trained.  Today  there  are  an 
average  of  57  technicians  and  specialists  on  every  cooperative  farm. 

The  state  is  giving  active  support  of  financial,  cultural  and  technical  aid 
to  the  countryside. 

The  state  has  completely  abolished  all  taxes  including  the  agricultural  tax 
in  kind.  It  is  building  productive  establishments,  dwelling  houses  and 
cultural  and  welfare  establishments  on  its  own  expenses  for  the  cooperative 
farms. 

In  the  period  from  1964  to  1980,  19.7  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  state 
investments  in  capital  construction  went  to  rural  construction.  In  this 
period  the  state  built  more  than  957,000  dwelling  houses  in  the  countryside. 

Thanks  to  the  further  consolidation  of  the  material  and  technical  foundations 
of  the  rural  economy  and  the  thorough  implementation  of  the  requirements  of 
the  great  chuche  methods  of  farming,  the  grain  output  rapidly  Increased — 
from  3,803,000  tons  in  1960  to  5  million  tons  in  1970,  9  million  tons  in 
1980  and  9.5  million  tons  in  1982. 

The  vegetable  production  grew  2.5  times  in  the  period  from  1960  to  1980. 

And  the  fruit  output  grew  over  4.7  times  from  1960  to  1979  and  the  meat  and 
egg  output  grew  11.83  times  and  91  times  respectively  in  1980  as  against  1949. 

Today  Koreans  agriculture  has  firmly  turned  into  an  agriculture  with  inde¬ 
pendent  and  diverse  departmental  structures  capable  of  fully  meeting  the 
demand  for  food  and  raw  materials  of  industry.

The  textile  mills  in  Pyongyang,  Kusong,  Kaesong,  Sariwon  and  Hamhung  and 
large  and  minor  ones  in  all  parts  of  the  country  produce  great  quantities 
of  vinalon,  cotton,  wool,  silk,  knitwear  and  other  kinds  of  fabrics  suited 
to  each  season  and  tastes  of  the  people. 

The  Pyongyang  textile  combine  produces  in  a  matter  of  4  days  as  much  textiles 
as  were  turned  out  in  a  whole  year  across  the  country  under  the  Japanese 
imperialist  rule. 

In  recent  years  the  material  and  technical  foundations  have  been  consolidated 
to  increase  fiber  production.  In  the  6— year  plan  period  the  production 
capacity  of  the  February  8  vinalon  complex  reached  50,000  tons  and  the 
capacities  of  the  chemical  fiber  mills  in  Chongjin  and  Slnuiju  rose  to 
several  dozen  thousand  tons.  Factories  of  new  chemical  fibers  such  as 
movllon  and  orlon  were  built  and  their  production  capacities  expanded. 

The  sericulture  of  Korea  with  a  long  history  supplies  sufficient  cocoons 
to  all  silk  mills. 

The  7th  plenary  meeting  of  the  6th  Central  Committee  of  the  Workers’  Party 
of  Korea  in  Jvme  last  set  a  high  goal  of  creating  in  2  or  3  years  a  fiber 
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production  capacity  for  a  preschedule  attainment  of  the  1,500  million  meter 
target  of  textiles,  one  of  the  10  long-ra.nge  objectives  of  socialist  economic 
construction  in  the  1980's. 

It  advanced  a  task  to  build  a  100,000  ton-capacity  vinalon  factory  in 
Sunchon  District. 

When  the  1,500  million  ton-target  of  textiles  is  attained,  80  meters  of 
textiles  will  go  to  each  head  of  the  population.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  31  Aug  (KCNA) — Today  the  machine-building  industry  of 
the  Democratic  People’s  Republic  of  Korea  produces  not  only  all  kinds  of 
large-sized  and  precision  machines  but  also  complete  sets  of  plants  for 
different  domains  of  the  national  economy.  The  nation’s  self-supply  rate 
of  machinery  has  reached  98  percent. 

In  the  pre-liberation  days  the  proportion  of  the  machine-building  industry 
in  the  total  industrial  output  value  was  no  more  than  1.6  percent. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  put  forward  long  ago  a  policy  of 
building  an  independent  and  modern  engineering  industry  and  has  wisely  led 
the  struggle  for  its  implementation. 

In  1951  when  the  fatherland  liberation  war  was  at  its  height  he  set  forth 
the  policy  of  building  machine  plants  by  our  own  efforts  and  personally 
chose  the  site  of  the  Huichon  machine  tools  factory,  thereby  opening  a  new 
stage  of  development  of  the  engineering  industry. 

A  great  many  modern  machine  plants  have  made  their  appearance  all  over  the 
country,  among  them  the  Kumsong  tractor  plant,  the  Huichon  machine  tools 
factory,  the  Yongsong  machine  complex,  the  Taean  general  heavy  machine  works, 
the  Sungni  general  automobile  works,  the  Nakwon  machine  plant  and  the 
Kim  Chong- tae  electric  locomotive  factory. 

In  1971  the  industrial  output  of  the  engineering  industry  rose  569  times 
the  1946  figure.  About  30,000  machine  tools  were  produced  a  year  in  the 
early  1970’ s.  The  machine-building  industry  contributed  to  the  completion 
of  more  than  13,000  productive  construction  objects  in  the  last  5  years. 

Korea  turned  out  during  the  period  the  6,000-ton  press,  200,000-kva  trans¬ 
former,  5,000-meter  test  drill,  4,200-hp  electric  locomotive,  100-ton  truck, 
10-cubic  meter  excavator,  20-meter  lathe,  300-hp  bulldozer  and  20,000-ton 
cargo ship,  and  so  on.

The  machine-building  industry  has  entered  a  stage  of  full-scale  automation 
under  the  wise  guidance  of  the  dear  leader  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il •  He  put 
forward  a  wise  policy  of  realizing  a  comprehensive  automation  of  production 
processes  in  different  fields  of  the  national  economy  and  is  energetically 
directing  the  work  for  its  implementation. 

Automatic  assembly  lines  have  already  been  applied  to  many  plants  of 
machine-building  industry  and  industrial  television  and  remote  control  have 
been  introduced.
